. ui has lor sale and what tho art¬ 
icle co t v A mere post-curd would 
not do because so little could be 
sad upon it. 

Oov.ously, newspaper adverti¬ 
ng is the most efficient and 
cheapest form. Radio advertising 
is expensive when orchestras and 
li’K.i priced hi tints have to bo 
engaged, and the advertiser has 
no assurance that any great numb 
or of people is listonslng. !u fact 
it oi’.en irritates them and thy 
switch off.

Many firms spend very large mhu 
of money on advertising .a few great, 
industrial concerns ou..get ng as 
much aH $1,000,000 a year. There aie 
sonic people who regard advertising 
as an expensive .item of capital ex¬ 
penditure, but if they analyze the 
uation they will find that it is now 
only the most inexpensive form ol 
advertising, but by creating bigger 
sales, it actually reduces thq cost ol 
the articles.

When the price of meat was boost 
ed on account of the lifting of the 
export embargo, for shipments ol 
cattle to the United States, reports 
reached Ottawa of a buyer's resist 
ance forcing retail butchers to go 
easy on increases and in many stores 
scales dropped sharply. Likewise 
when eggs soared higher in an me 
areas of Canada, a buyers resistance 
was quite eflective ?o that inr ch¬ 
ants had actually lost money when 
they were unable to sell their upp 
lies at the higher prices, offering the 
eggs that they weic utlttlde to sell 
at low err prices or otherw ise dispos¬ 
ing of them with little or uo profit 
if not actual loss. There have been 
other instances ot buyers resistance 
to higher prices. 

As a result, it is evident now that 
attempts to < liarge all lie Iraffh 
will bear, especially for foodstuffs 
are not mooting with success in the 
face of the general prosperity trends 
in Panada and Income being about 
2V£ higher today thou at the war

Their t r.tt 
home was a Utile log cabin with 
dirt root ai d dirt floor. 

in IVI'J Mr. Allen was appointed 
Post Master at ('ardston, the first 
Mormon, it is hetleveir to cn'er t'ic 
Pi'll Service. He also served on he 
Town Council. 

In 1899 he. widi Kphriam Harker 
l)uilt the first toiler mills in Alberta 
operated by water power, the capac¬ 
ity being 150 barrels. These mills 
"eie later merged with those of the 
Ellison Milling and Elevator Co. 
when Mr. Allen became vice-presid¬ 
ent and director. 

Mr. Alle.i was keenly interested 
in agriculture and the Grandview 
larm at Raymond is well known for 
its mixed farming, raising or its 
hogs, catt’e. horses, sheep, wheat and 
oats. 

« 

Mr. Allen was one of tin* organiz¬ 
ers of the Canadian Co-Operative 
Wool Growers Association. In 1902 
he succeeded Charles Ora Card as 
President of the Alberta Stake and 
in August, 1903 he was asked by 
President Joseph F. Smith to move 
to Raymond to preside over the 
new stake, an office lie filled with 
marked distinction for 33 years. He 
was the oldest stake president in 
point ol service in the* mormon 
church—dean of stake presidents 
at the time of his retirement in 1936 
Mr. Allen "as succeeded by T. Geo 
Wood, District Manager of Canadian 
Sugar Factories. a position Mr. 
Wood filled " ithloyalty, devotion and 
integrity for eleven years, assisted 
by Heber F. Allen, son of H. S. All¬ 
en and Melvin T. King. 

Mr. Allen was president of the 
Knight Academy which "as erected 
at Raymond at a cost of fifty thous¬ 
and dollars and which for ten years 
was supported by the Church of 
Jesus Christ of Latter Day Saints 
Later it became the Raymond High 
School. Mr. Allen assisted in the 
building of the Opera House which 
was completed in 1909. He "as also 
a director. He was a loyal supporter 
of the Board of Trade and a mem¬ 
ber of t ho Town council. 

After the outbreak of the war Mr. 
Allen was chairman of every Victory 
Doan Campaign puling much energy 
Into every drive. Three of his sons 
"ere in active service, two of them 
going overseas. 

llchcr S. Alien was blessed with 
" isdom and good judgement and his 
timely advice was listened loo with 
interest. 

At one tunc lie advised "I have 
always had great faith in Alls* la's 
future, and my advice to you Latter 
Day Saints is to hold on to your 
lauds, some are selling their inheri¬ 
tance thinking the good prices real 
ized lor farm lands to bo good Inis 
mess. My ad Ace has always been 
and is today, stay close to the soil 
hold your lands and provide famis 
for your sons as they reach maturity 
This is tlie basin of stability and 
success. 

In the early days before Raymond 
was thought of Mr. Allen and the 
late Apostle John W. Taylor took a 
10,000 mile tiip over the lines of the 
Great Northern ^Railway. The Mor¬ 
mons are widely known as coloniz¬ 
ers. James J. Hill recognized that 
fact and wanted the Mormons to 
settle there but said Mr. Allen: "We 
came back convinced that our people 
should settle right here in Alberta 
and I believe our recommendation 
was tlie wise one.” 

‘ Aunt Amy” came to Raymond 
with her husband in 1903 and "as 
active in pioneering hero Her in 
fluBnce for good was fur reaching 
and in February 1906 she was chos¬ 
en Primary president of the Taylor 
Stake, succeeding Mary Head, of 
Magrath, this position she held until 
1913 when Ketta Walton was sust¬ 
ained as President. During the build¬ 
ing of the Alberta Temple $1,000. 
"us donated to the building fund by 
the Taylor Stake Primaries under 
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Aunt Amy's direction. The i^e».h- 
bridge Stake "as ot yet organized 
which made visiting from the Taylor 
Stake, including Grassy Lake, Bur¬ 
dette. Barnwell and other far away 
points difficult, owing to travelling 
accomodations and had roads, but no 
road was ever too rough or too 
long, or weather too cold for her to 
till ail appointment. Her visits in 
those pioneer days "ere greatoly en¬ 
joyed sis no one could tell a story 
cpiite like Aunt Amy. She also enjoy¬ 
ed singing and tlie writer of this 
sketch had the pleasure of singing 
" ith her on these Primary visits 
and on many other occasions and 
of being counselor to her in the 
Stake Primary from 1906 to 1913. 

She passed a"ay in 1936. 

Five Allen sons and one daughter 
have filled missions for their church 
The Allen family are all active in 
this and other communities in which 
they live. 

Three members of this family have 
remained in Raymond and are carry¬ 
ing forward the work of their pion¬ 
eer parents. In 1925 Heber F. Allen 
was chosen counselor to Bishop Sol¬ 
omon Kimball and on the 11th of 
July 1926. upon the retirement of 
Bishop Kimball. Heber was chosen 
bishop of the Raymond First Ward 
with ('. E Allred and Paul H Redd' 
as counselors. Tlmmas Mendenhall 
was clerk. In 1936 ho was chosen 
counseloi to President T. George 
Wood, this position he held for el¬ 
even yea:s. Upon the death of his 
father in 1944 Heber assumed the 
many responsibilities of the Allen in¬ 
terests, including the ninnngemcnt 
of Raymond’s pioneer store. The 
Raymond Mercantile. 

Viola, a natural and gifted teach 
er of young people has taught school 
for many years and has taught class¬ 
es of young people in all the auxili¬ 
aries in her church. She has also 
been past president of primaries. An 
interesting and amusing incident 
happened on Honored Guest Day 
this year 1918 when a call was made 
for the oldest pioneer in the hall to 
arise Viola stood up and claimed 
that honor amid tlie clapping and 
laughter of the old Timers, some of 
them around the 90 mark. Viola 
shouted "I was born in Cardston in 
1892. can any one beat that record?’ 
No one took up the challenge. App- 
arrn ly no one in the congregation 
had arrived in Alberta before that 
date. She iccoived the prize. 

John L. Allen lias given many 
ymrs ot his life in the service of 
Hie M I A.. Prior tohis being chosen 
first counselor to James H. Walker 
in the Taylor Stake Presidency in 
19 17. lie was Taylor Stake President 
•f lie* M l.A. He is office manager 
*»f Hie Canadian Sugar Factories.

SMALL WATER DEVELOPMENTS 

Now is the time, the Agricultural 
Editor of the Lethbridge llcntlo 
points out, for thvfarnior and raueli 
or to do home planning for the fut 
lire. Farm debts have beeulargely 
wiped out and it should be poBsiblf 
this Editor suggests to plan for bet 
ter farm living because "the farm 
family deserves a home and surround 
lugs as good as the best.” 

Now also is the time to make plan 
for some of the things that help tv 
making farming oil the prairies more 
secure. One of tbe most important 
of these jobs is the development ol 
small projects to store surface run¬ 
off water for one or more purpose! 
including household use, watering' 
live stock, irrigating the garden and 
lawn, and g.owing feed. 

Molstytiurp conditions thAjughnu6 
much of the area surveyed by the 
Lethbridge Experimental Station 
have been exceptionally favourable 
this season and for a number of 
yearn in fact. Au a result, the urg¬ 
ent need for water conservation has 
not bteu ho widespread as it was 
during the prolonged drought of the 
thirties. During the years of heavier 
rainfall the tendency h»b been to 
case up on tills work whereas such 
favourable pe ioda, when farmers 
are generally better off financially 
usually afford the best opportunity 
for sip’li developmtnta. 

Small projects, whether 
dock watei'ng darn?, or some 
of irrigation scheme, which ate now 
in i c.,d.ness to catch aurfav e nniofl 
where it occur a will provide water 
whi-ii the need in likely to be the 
most urgent w liereas much incun 
v«uieip ‘0 may le.ult and lo*-io may 
occur lvlic e coijHtruct'oii of a new 
project is not kept in a oa tin fact 
ory date of repair. 

'I he fen ibdity of storing riiuofl 
water on the average prairie farm 1 
I- well demount rated by the 86,000 
or more small projects constructed 
undci t|ic pi'ilA program.

ITicsc widely di tributed projects 
are a definite contribution toward 
letter living and greater security on 
the prul'ie farm. Where water ir, av- 
iilatdc. homes may be inoderfuized 
i sprinkler irrigation system install¬ 
ed to irrigate the garden and lawns 
•vhere irrigation by gravity is not 
easible. and last but not lear.t feed 
eserves may be built up and main¬ 
tained. 

Fanners and ranchers planning 
any new water developments should 
write to the Prairie Farm Rehabili¬ 
tation Administration, Regina, Bask 
atebewan. regarding engineering 
services and financial assistance. 
Those planning the development of 
an existing project are Invited to 
write to the Dominion experimental 
Station at Lethbridge.

On th© Control ol Ergot 

Ergot of drain crop;, a dbeafe to 
which rye i.« particularly aus- 
ceptiWe, is well known to .most 
farmer*. Owing to the fa^t tbit 
many farmer: have* recently become 
interested in growing rvc ns a cafh 
grain crop, interest in the control 
of ergot in Western Canada ir now 
much cron ter than it bar been in 
the pBfit 

What ii Ergot f Ergot is a 
fungoua disease of grains and 
griKHv*. Although it is tipually 
most conspicuous in rye, it a Ian .it-,, 
tarks wheat, barley, sometime* 
oats, and many wild and cultivated 
grasses. In tiio beads of diseased 
plants* |mrd, dark purple bom-like 
fungous growths, commonly railed 
ergot bodies or "ergots lake the 
place of the normal (true) kernels. 
These ergot Iwidies .are highly 
poisonous to man and livestock 
Consequently, care should U taken 
to remove any ergot bodies from 
grain that i.« to In* used for human 
consumption a- well ns from grain 
dial is fe<l to Dork. Furthermore, 
hay and straw that b heavily eoti- 
Inmirmted with ergot should net t,r 
fed to livestock. 

Control )!• mm rs.' In thr eon- 
t r<*l of ergot the u^o of ergot-free 
lelean) seed is of first importance 
Gra>n containing ergot bodies 
-hoiild lie thoroughly cleaned before 
being sown. Most of ihe«o Iwidies 
can be removed by cleaning 
machines, but small or broken one* 
are difficult to get rid of. Th* 
most effective way of eliminating 
diem is to immerse the seed in a 
strong brine, made bv adding 40 
pound.* of salt to 25 gallons of 
water. The sml is then stirred, and 
the ergot. bodies float to the surface 
where they can be skimmed off In 
order to prevent seed injury to 
germination, the seed must be 
thoroughly washed to free it of 
salt, and dried immediately after¬ 
wards. 

Effective control measures alff 
include: (1) Crop rotation (2i 

Deep ploughing or v eultivanon of 
ergot-infested fields. (3) Ear!} 
cutting of grasses on rn$d$jdes 
headlands, or in fields adjacent tc 
Misceptihle grain crops.
